of caſh notes given by bankers, or thoſe intruſted by them to give notes, 
to the payment whereof their real eftates are not liable after their reſpeQive deaths, 
which in many caſes may prove dangerous to their creditors : for the better ſccuring 
the payment of ſuch notes, be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by 
and with the advice and conſent of the lords ſpigitual and temporal and commons 
in this preſent Parliament aſſembied, and by the authority of the ſame, That where 
any perſon or perſons doth or ſhall follow or exerciſe the trade or calling of a bau-
